Pi*itrat®2y aomo Administration officials are worried about the development 
of appeasement sentiment in a group where its presence has not been generally 
suspectedj in the cotton exporting group. This includes not only brokers and 
handlers, but soma of the producers. With enormous cotton stocks on hand, and 
a still higher surplus likely to be piled up next year vinless stringent measures 
^are taken, these people are naturally interested in recovering the export market 
as quickly as possible. In conversations with officials in the Administration 
they have displayed an interest not only in recovering the continental markets 
in Europe, which were cut down before the war, but in preserving their Japanese 
market. Behlnd-thC*™ pressure fmmmmm from this group was a factor 

in preventing or postponing action to restrict Japanese silk imports. 

Activity in this group is quiet and behind-the-scenes so far, partly because 
of the strongly pro-British sympathies and the natural belligerence of the South, 
but it may ooits into the open soon in controversy over cotton production control 
next year, and whether or not exports should be subsidized. 

In this connection I note in the paper today that the ^itish are concerned 
about the large quantities of cotton going to Vladivostok, A dispatch from London 
says that the Russians are importing more than they need for their own use.
